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STALIN IN VEILED 
AS R USSIANS HOLD 


CONSTANT STREAM 
OF GERMAN RESERVES 
POURED INTO FIGHT 


HALF MILLION MEN IN 
STALINGRAD AREA 
FAILS BRING BREAK

MOSCOW, Oct. 5.—(#)— 


The Germans poured a. con- 
stant stream of reserves in- 
to Stalingrad 
along "the 


road of dead" today, swell- 
ing their forces in the area 
to more than half a million,

terial advance, Soviet dispatches 
reported. 


The mid-day Soviet communique 
said the Red aimy itself had Im- 
proved Its position northwest of 
the city but that the Nazis in a 
determined drive upon Stalingrad 
factory settlements forced the de-

to 
withdraw 
somewhat 
during the night. 


The 
government 
newspaper 
Pravda said the German com- 
mand loosed the assault in this 
sector after bringing up two more 
infantry 
divisions and one tank 
division,

In other fighting in this area, a

GEN. EISENHOWER IN LONDON 
AND BELIEVES ALLIES ARE SAFE

LONDON, Oct. S.—Because of a 


new order forbidding American of- 
ficers above the rank of major to 
give newspaper interviews, It is Im- 
possible to report an

chat I had with Lieut. Gen. Dwight 
Elsenhower, but strictly on my own 
responsibility I venture to say our 
two-fisted European 
commander- 


In-chief Is In damned (If you get 
what I mean) fine fettle. 


It is also forbidden to say ex- 


actly where the general has his 
headquarters. 
However, It can bu 


stated that I .saw him In London, 
and this being tho largest city on 
larth leaves plenty of room for 
speculation as to his precise plane 
of operation. 


One of the world's busiest men, 


handling one of the world'*.biggest 
and most vital jobs, the 
general 


still found time to be delightfully 
cordial. 
We "talked 
of 
many 


things, of ships and shoes and 
ocallng-wax, 
and 
cabbages 
and 
kings." 


I hadn't met the commander-in- 


chief before, but I came away with 
la most comfortable feeling of con- 


fidence that our front line offen- 
sive against Hitlerlsm Is In strong, 
capable hands. One recognized, of 
course, that It Is risky to pin faith 
to first Impressions, and I'm re- 
minded of a remark Borah made 
about FDR. 


Someone asked the senator If he 


had heard a certain speech by tho 
President. As I recall It, Borah re- 
plied he never dared listed to Mr. 
Roosevelt because the latters' hyp- 
notic personality was likely to con- 
vince hearers against their better 
judgment. 


Well, General "Ike" as tho troops 
call him, has an hypnotic personal 
Ity. That Infectious laugh of his, 
which sets off to advantage his 
ttrong white teeth, la In Itself a 
great asset and Is calculated to dis- 
arm an enemy.

COUNTY HEALTH UNIT 


PLAN WILL BE PRESENTED 
COMMISSION AT REGULAR 
TUESDAY MEETING 


Details of the proposed 
City- 


County health unit wore discussed 
In a mooting Thursday afternoon 
with representatives of the State 
Department of Public Health, May- 
01 John C. Calhoun, city commis- 
sioners, interested doctors and cit- 
izens. 


Dr. A. M. Clavkson, state direc- 


tor of Local Health Service, and 
Lewis Dodson, sanitation consul- 
tant of the Local Health Service, 
both from the Austin office, out- 
lined the Unit as It would be set 
up In Navarro county and showed 
how the tentative budget would 
work. 
Unit Set TJp. 


The proposed unit for this coun- 


ty would consist of a public health 
director, (a doctor licensed to prac- 
tice medicine in this state,) two 
sanitation technicians, two public 
health nurses and a clerk. 
Dr. 


Clarkson emphasized the work of 
the unit in sanitation, immuniza- 
tion, work with tubercular cases, 
control of vennral and communica- 
ble diseases, work with school chil- 
dren and the wi'Jo educational pre- 
ventatlve program. 


Establishment of the Health unit 


depends upon funds appropriated 
from the county and city govern- 
ments augmented by funds 
from 


the State department. The coun- 
ty commissioners court sot' aside 
S«,199 last month when it doptcd 
its budget, $2,000 from funds pre- 
viously used for operation of the 
county farm and $1,199 from the 
fund formerly used to pay the 
county treasurer's 
salary. Mem- 


bers of the committee working to 
secure the Unit will present the 
proposed budget to City Commis- 
sioners at their meeting Tuesday. 
Oct. 6 and ask them to meet funds 
sot aside by the county court. Com- 
missioners attending the Thursday 
meeting expressed themselves as 
favorable to the plan although no 
official action was taken. 


AVorlc Expllned. 


In explaining work of the unit 


Dr. Clarkson emphasized that Its 
establishment would augment the 
city plan now in operation and en- 
able activities to be rpread over 
Hit entire county.

director would devote his entire 
time to public health and preven- 
tative measures only and would be 
expected to control and Investigate 
communicable diseases 
in 
his 


county; examine at! school chil- 
dren in his health area to have the 
remediable defects corrected by 
family physicians; work out a plan 
tor innoculations; 
carry 
on a 


health educational program. 


The two sanitarians would su- 


porviso wator supply and treatment 
plans recommendations as to prop- 
er sewage disposal; sec that milk 
supplies are safe; obtain environ- 
mental sanitation 
In urban and 


rural communities. The two nurs- 
es, would work with the doctor, 
in the schools and In the homes 
and the clerk would handle all of- 
fice files and records.
